RAMS U-BOAT 


Paris, Oct. 5. 


“I was on.the bridge at 
6.30 p.m. when suddenly my 
ship struck something with 
a rending sound, followed by 
a terrific explosion,” the cap- 
tain “of a French . oil-tanker 

said this evening upon land- 
ing after a thrilling encoun- 
ter with a German submar- 


ine, which he believed he had 


rammed unwittingly. 

“My ship ‘shaken and reeled,” he 
narrated. “An enormous column 
water spouted up at. the side of the 
tanker and showered the main deck, 


while a layer of oil spread over tHe 


sea, coming up with strong bubbles 
of air.” | 


The tanker’s captain explained that 
the incident occurred when he was 
sailing through a= region which he 
believed to be patrolled by German 
‘U-Boats. To throw the possible at- 
tatkers off his track, he said, he had 
adopted a zig-zig course, during 
Winch he struck what he thought to 
be a submarine. 


Naval experts did not discredit the 
captain’s report for they declared ‘the 
ramming was quite easy to under- 
stand. Submarines, they pointed out, 
did not as a rule leave their peri- 
scopes above sea level when. waiting 
for their’ prey. - Periscopes were 
shown only; at intervals and, once 
an objective was sighted, U-boats 
again lowered them and _ proceeded 
underwater: to a position from where 
they intended. to launch their tor- 
pedoes, If, during their underwater 
trip, the surface vessel changed its 
course, the submarines were out of 
luck. Sometimes, the experts con- 
cluded, if a submarine did not take 
care, it could be rammed by a Zig- 
zagging ship while it was_ sliding 
sightless through the water into an 
attacking position..--Havas. ;

To prove the potency of his elixir 
he is said to have given a draught of 
it to a woman, of 45, who became 
immediately transformed into a young 
maid of 16. He was rumoured to 
possess the secret of manufacturing 
not only gold but precious gems, and 
thus those who yielded to his charm 
accounted for his ready supply of 
money and the blaze of diamonds that 
always adorned his preson. 

It was.as impossible to locate any 
estate or other legitimate source of 
his revenue as it was to prove him a 
gambler, swindler or spy. ' Mme. de 
Pompadour endeavoured to vatch him 

. Napping, and when once in this spirit 
she asked him to describe Francis I., 
who had lived two centuries before, 
he replied: ; 

“A good fellow, but too Impulsive, 
' could have given him wise advice, 

- but he would not Ilsten to me.” 

Pompadour believed St. Germain to 
be really over a century old, because 
an old lady, Mme. dé Cergy, whose 
husband had been ambassador to 
Venice, had told her that she remem- 
bered this same man of mystery at 
the Venetian court more than a half 
century before, when he had appeared 
just as he did now in Paris.
